Council was 
therefore of the opinion that the town 
was not responsible for the mishap. 

A letter was read from the secre- 
tary of the board of health recom- 
mending that the sanitary inspector’s 
salary be raised to $80.00 per month, 
dating from Oct. ist. The recom-

lieutenant in the Canadian expedition- 
ary force,

‘These changes will be con- 
sidered as-having come into force ox 
April 1st, 1917, and in this way all 
pensioners will be entitled to an ex- 
tra. cheque covering the difference be- 
tween the pension paid since April 1st 
and the date on which the adjustment 
is made. The changes will affect the 
pensions of soldiers. and sailors and 
their children, their orphan children, 
their widows and children, their de- 
pendent parents and their younger 
brothers and sisters. The total in- 
crease in the amount payable by Can- 
ada for pensions and allowances .will 
be approximately 40 per cent. At the 
present time the annual expenditure 
involved is about five million dollars. 
With the increases now authorized, 
Canada’s outlay for pensions will be 
over seven million dollars during the 
fiscal year.

Penetrate German Linés to'a 
Depth of More Than *Two 
Miles --- Fake Many Pris-

While the allied troops were busily 
engaged in consolidating positions won 
Monday in Flanders, the French forces 
of General Petain struck a mighty and 
unexpected blow against the German 
Tuesday 
Morning and made: some éf the most 
important gains of territory since 
they threw back the army of the Ger- 
man crown prince which was besieg- 
ing Verdun. 

The stroke was made over a front 
of about six miles, from the east of 
Vauxaillin to Parbny-Filain. Under 
rain_and generally unfavorable weath- 
er conditions the Frénch pushed for- 
ward all along the line, aided by 
audacioug aviators, who flew over the 
German positions at an altitude of 
about 150 feet, using their machine 
guns and penetrated the German line 
at one point to a depth of two and

Ottawa, Oca. 24,—A reminder is be- 
ing issued here that those convicted of 
making seditious utterances are liable 
to a tine of $5,000 or a term of five 
years in the penitentiary, or both, un- 
der the Defence of Canada Act. it 
was under this Acé that a foreign- 
born individual was sentenced to two 
years in the Kingston Peniteniary 
after conviction in Toronto recently.

Parliament, Being familiar with local conditions where they sit, the members are well-fitted to appreciate 


such reasons for exemption as are put before them by men called up. 


Exemption will be granted to those who can establish that it isin the national interest that they remain 
in civilian life. This is for the Exemption Board to decide after having received full information in each case. 


The grounds an which exemption may be claimed (which are similar to the grounds recognized in 
Great Britain and the United States) are as follows :— 


(a) That it is expedient in the national interest that the man should, instead of being employed in Military Service, be 
engaged in other work in which he is habitually engaged.

Exemption may be applied for by the men selected themselves or by their parents, near relatives or 
employers. Application for exemption must be made on printed forms to be found at every post office 
which are to be filled in and left with the postmaster if exemption is desired. The postmaster will forwar 
the form to a Registrar, who will send it to the oppropeioie Exemption Board. In due time, then, the 
Applicant will get notice as to when he must present his case before the Board.

are the conditions in those European 
countries upon which Canada relied in 
the past for her seed supply. In other

In support of this statement 
the results obtained in 1916 with home 
growa seed of varieties of mangels 
and Swede turnips in comparison with 
imported seed of the same varities 
show that in nine of the Dominion 
experimental stations home grown 
| Seeds have produced over two and 
four-fifths tons more to the acre than 
imported seed of the same variety.
